A Proclamation concerning the making of Starch, 
and auoiding the annoyances thereby. 


ax Hcreas Our late deare and Royal Father of bleſſed memory,vpon 
complaints made, and often renewed vnto him, ok the great inconuent-

whereby vnſauoury ſmels, andnoiſome ſtenches did ariſe, to the great

2 >| tereſt, did by Hts ſeuerall Pꝛoclamations command ſuch directions to 
; be obſerned, as bpon mature and deltberate conſideration were tontei⸗ 
ned, might beu tend to theſe ends; Andyetthzough the wilfulnes of diuersof the Starchmakers, 
Wee haue heretofoze failed of Our hopes and defires, and the miſchiefes haue rather increaſed 
thꝛough Our lenity: And whereas vpon an humble petition pꝛeferred vnto Dur ſaid Father 
from diuers ofthe Statchmakers themlelues, whereby they were humble ſuito2s vnto His late 
Mateſtie, that if hee would vouchlafe by his Letters Patents, to intoꝛpoꝛate them into a body 
politique to haue a perpetualiſucceſſion,and thereby to enable them by the helpe of good Lawes 
and ©2dinances, to gouerne the members of their owne body, that they would not onely ſubmit 
themſelnes, but would alſo be anſwerable foꝛ ſuch arefozmationto follow, as ſhould take away 
all iuſt cauſe of further Complaints, Our ſayd Father conceiuing this to be the moſt pzobable 
meanes foꝛ refoꝛmation, oz to leaue them without extuſe which would not be refozmed, was gra- 
ciouſly pleaſed to incozpozate the Starchmakers, and to giue them ſuch power foz their gouern⸗ 
ment as they did reaſonably deſire, And the Starchmakers on their parts did vndertake, that 
they, noꝛ any member of their body, would at any time then alter, make any Starch of Wheat- 
flo wꝛe. Meale, oꝛ other thing pꝛohibited, but would make the lame ol Pollard and Bzanne onely, 
and ſell the lame at and foꝛ reaſonable pꝛices. And that they would not ſet vp oꝛ maintaine any 
Starch · houle, oꝛ vſe the making of any Starch in any plates, which by the vnfit ſituation there⸗ 
of, oꝛ by the ill oꝛdering thereof, might bee an annoyance to others, and ik that all others might 
be pꝛohibited to make Starch to put to ſale, who ſhould not ſubmit themſelues to become mem⸗ 
bers of their body, and conſequently to be ſubiett to their gouernement, That then they would 
with the vttermoſt of their endeauours diſcouer all ſuch offenders, and dꝛaw them into a way 
to bee pꝛoteeded againſt foz their contempts, actoꝛding to iuſtite in ſuch ſozt as ſhould bee di⸗ 
rected. Wee therekoze calling to mtnde, that the pꝛites of Coꝛne are now growento much higher 
rates, in thele later and cheaper peeres the lame were at, and perceiutng that of late many 
Tradelmen, out of a greedy deſire ofgaine, though with the hurt of the Common-wealth, haue 
taken vpon them tobe Starch makers, andlefc their fozmer Trades and Dccupations, baue re- 
ſolued to haue an effectuall refozmation of the abuſes afozeſaid, and conſtantly to put the directi⸗ 
ons foz that purpoſe foꝛmerly ginen ,into due execution. And, to the end that what the Starch- 
makers haue vndertaken on their parts to perloꝛme, may be indeed really perfozmed ; Wee haue 
conſtituted and appointed a Suruepoꝛ, who ſhall be Our ſwoꝛne Officer and Seruant to that 
purpole,to ouerſee the lame in euer part. Now to the end that all Our louing Subietts may 
take knowledge of Our Nopall pleaſure herein, wee doe by this Our pzeſent Pzoclamation 
ſtraitiy charge and command, that no perſon oz perſons whatſoeuer , other then ſuch as are oz
